Rockford Girl's Body Is Burned to 
Crisp.

My ers, the 18 -y ear-old daug hter ofJ 
Henry My ers of Rockford, was clean­ 
ing furniture w ith piasoline. In an up j 
stairs bedroom. 
A small g as Jet was* 
burning in the room, and when the 
air became permeated with the fumes] 
of th e g asoline, the 
whole atmos­ 
phere burst Into ablaze. 
H er screams 
were heard by parties in adjoining

An alarm was sent Into th e tire de­ 
partm ent, which was quickly respond­ 
ed to and the lire exting uished with 
chemicals; but it was a g ruesome sig ht 
that met the firemen. 
T h e unfortu­

All her clothing had 
been burned otT, and not an Inch of 
her cuticle had escaped t h e flames, 
which had cooked fier flesh until it 
was a brown crisp.

She was a 
lovely g irl ami an accomplished mu-
